DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Based upon the decision by the Board of Appeals and Inferences (BPAI), the rejection 
of claims 1-12 and 14-30 has been AFFIRMED. Claim 13 has been REVERSED. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 13 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Board of 
Appeals and Inferences finds that "means for matching the bid to the offer to generate a 
transaction" in combination with "means for notifying a transportation partner can arrange a 
pick-up and delivery of the commodity; and means for notifying a credit clearing house of the 
transportation so that the clearinghouse can arrange to receive payment from buyer and make 
payment to the seller" is not found in cited prior art of record.
